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'The vital statistic® returns for week e tiding the 30th 
October 1948 for towns with a population of 30,000 end over 
have been received in respect of only 171 towns (154 towns 
out of 182 in India and 17 towns out of 30 in Indian States). 
The estimated mid-year population of these 17l towns is 
22,332,080. The births and deaths recorded in these towns 
numbered 15,967 and 8,927 representing birth and death 
rates of37'2and 20 ■ 8 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) India . — The births and deaths recorded in towns in 
India were 14,784 and 8,203 giving birth and death rates of 
37 ■ 8 and 21 • 1 per thousand of the population respectively. 
The towns of Hardwar Union, Banaras in U. P., Yeotmal, 
Hinganghat in C. P. and Malegaon in Bombay province 
recorded high death rates of 62 8., 52 6, 62’ 6, 50 3, and 
50 7 per thousand of the population respectively. The high 
death rates in Hardwar Union, Banaras and Malegaon wore 
mainly due to deaths from fevers. The high rales in Yeotmal 
and Hinganghat are not due to any of the specified oauses. 


There were 84 deaths from oholera and 5 deaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plague during the 
week under review. The distribution of oholera deaths was 
as follows : Caloutta 18 ; Howrah 10; Madras 9; Malegaon 8; 
Hinganghat 7; Bhatpara 5, Hooghly ChinBura 3; Banaras; 
Khui'ja Ouddalore and Madras 2 oaoh; Budaun, Serampur, 
Bally, Tollygunj, Garden Reach, Budge-Budgo, Berhampur 
in West Bengal, Yeotmal, Kumbakonam and Vellore on each- 
Tho towns that reported deaths from smallpox were Bom- 
bay and Amalner 2 eaoh and Ahinedabad one. 

(B) Indian States . — The births and deaths reoorded in 
Indian States were 1,183 and 604 representing birth and 
death rates of 30 ■ 5 and 1 7 ■ 1 per thousand of the population 
respeoth ely. No town reoorded high death rate of 50 or 
over per thousand of the population. There was no death 
from oholera, s mallpox and plague during the week under 
review.

The vital statistics returns for week e tiding the 30th 
October 1948 for towns with a population of 30,600 and over 
have been received in reapeot of only 171 towns (154 towns 
out of 182 in India and 17 towns out of 30 in Indian States). 
The estimated mid-year population of these l7l towns 1 b 
22,332,080. The births and deaths recorded in these towns 
numbered 16,967 and 8,927 representing birth and death 
rates of 37 '2 and 20 ■ 8 per thousand of the population 
respectively. 

(A) India . — The births and deaths recorded in towns in 
India were 14,784 and 8,263 giving birth and death rates of 
37 1 8 and 21 • 1 per thousand of the population respectively. 
The towns of Hardwar Union, Banaras in U. P. , Ycotinal, 
Hinganghat in C. P. and Malegaon in Bombay province 
recorded high death rates of 62 8 ., 62 6, 62" 6, 50 3, and 
60 7 per thousand of the population respectively. The high 
death rates in Hardwar Union, Banaras and Malogaon were 
mainly due to deaths from fevers. The high rales in Ycotmal 
and Hinganghat are not due to any of the specified oauses.

There were 84 deaths from cholera and 5 deaths from 
smallpox. There was no death from plague during the 
week under review. The distribution of oholera deaths was 
as follows : Calcutta 18 ; Howrah 16; Madras 9; Malegaon 8; 
Hinganghat 7; Bhatpara 6, Hooghly Chinsura 3; Banaraa; 
Khurja Cuddaloro and Madras 2 each; Budaun, Serampur, 
Bally, Tollygun], Garden Reach, Budge-Budge, Borhampur 
in West Bengal, Yeotmal, Kumbakonam and Vellore on each. 
The towns that reported deaths from smallpox were Bom- 
bay and Amainer 2 each and Ahmedabad one. 

(B) Indian States . — The births and deaths reoorded in 
Indian States were 1,183 and 664 representing birth and 
death rates of 30‘5 and 17 ■ 1 per thousand of the population 
respectively. No town reoorded high death rate of 60 or 
over per thousand of the population. There was no death 
irom cholera, smallpox and plague during the week under 
review.
